After careful consideration of the matter; the 
Government has decided to extend all service 
benefits including the benefits of Pension / Family 
Pension Scheme contained in the Central Civil 
Services ( Pension ) Rules, 1972 , as amended from 
time to time for the Full Time Teachers in 
Vocational Education Stream appointed on regular 
pay scale in the Government Higher Secondary 
Schools and Government recognised Aided 
Higher Secondary Schools in Goa from the date 
of their regular appointment. This Office 
Memorandum shall come into effect with effect 
from 7th January , 2002 .
